S seats and, for the first time since 
1035, Social Credit failed to elect, 
a- member.

The railways’ unions will be making a grave mis¬ 
take if they carry oyt their new threats of striking to 
keep unnecessary firemen riding around in automatic¬ 
ally fuel-fed locomotives, thinks The Financial Post. 

As a matter of fact the place of the fireman be¬ 
gan to become superfluous years ago, when some 
steam locomotives started using automatic coal 
stokers and others started burning oil. The diesel only 
completed a revolution that was already well under 
way. 

In virtually all cases the trucker on the highway 
is his own fireman, his own engineer, his own con¬ 
ductor and his own brakeman. In addition, he has to 
do something that no railwayman has ever done, he 
steers his own vehicle as well. If the railways expect 
to survive, let alone compete with other transporta¬ 
tion, then they are going to have to be sensible about 
their working practices.

Fertilizer Benefit* Huy Crops 

During the past few years some 
very interesting work has been 
completed in connection with ap¬ 
plying various types of fertilisers 
at various rales to different hay 
cops. We have also done some of 
this work in the Claresholm area, 
and from our own experience are 
inclined to agree with the general 
results which were obtained else¬ 
where in the Province, 

"Good response is often obtained 
by applying a nitrogen fertilizer to 
glass hav crops or to mixtures 
from which the legume has largely 
disappeared.
